BIG CR O P O F CO R N . 


Proepect Not Exceeded Since 18 8 0— ot her 
Crop Rep ort» . 
W ashington 
C ity, Aug. 11.—Crop re 
turns to the dep artm ent of agriculture for 
Aug. 1, show an imp rov ement in corn since 
the last rep ort. 
The av erage stands four 
p oints lower than the standard of the full 
condition, and indloates a yield, with sea­ 
sonable moisture and ffav oring tem p em ture 
hereafter, of twenty-six to twenty-sev en 
bushels p er acre. 
The av erage f^r Aug, 
18 8 4, was the same, but fell throo p oint* 
during the sixty days following, 
when the 
yield was twenty-six bushels. 
In 18711 toe 
av erage for August was ninety-nine, am 
ultim ate yield, as rep orted by the cea us, 
was twenty-eight bushel* 
In the sov en corn-surp lus states, the av ­ 
erages are; Ohio, 9 6; Indiana, 05; Illinois 
04; Iowa, 101; Nebraska, 100: Missouri 8 0; 
K ansas, 00. 
Corresp ondents rep ort drought 
in some p laces, excess of rain in other*. 
Meteorological conditions hav e been gener­ 
ally fav orable. 
The p rosp ect has not been 
exceeded since 1S8 0. 
W heat: 
The moist and hot weather fol­ 
lowing July 15, has caused some damage to 
sp ring wheat In the northwest, mainly in 
Wisconsin and Minnesota. 
While generally 
noticed, its effects are v ariously rep ort© 1, 
p rominent counties returning from 100 down 
ts 8 5, and in a few cases down to 
&J. 
Most 
of the great wheat counties of Minnesota re­ 
p ort av erages from 75 to 90. 
Some of less 
imp ortance make 
an av erage 
of 
100. 
The reduction in the p rosp ectiv e yield is 
greater in Minnesota, amounting to 9 p oints. 
The decline is 5 in Wisconsin, 4 In Iowa, 
and 1 in Dakota. 
There is an Increase in 
the other territories and in New England. 
The av erage decline is 4 p oint« , and indi­ 
cates a reduction- of 6,000,000 bushels from 
the exp ectation on July L 
The av erage for oats has declined from 
97 to 96, which is four (p oints higher than in 
August of last year. 
Rye av erages 94, 
showing continued imp rov ement since the 
1st of Jane. 
Barley stands as m la.« t rep ort, 
at 92, which indicates about an av erage crop 
for any series of fiv e or ten years.

medium crop of hay is assured by the av er­ 


a ge 93. 
Toba cco ma kes a genera l a vera ge 
of 91. 
Tue a vera ge for pota toes is 95, 
a ga inst 9 7 la st month. 


New Dea l in th e Pension Office. 
W a shington City, Aug. 1L— A very im­ 
porta nt cha nge in the ma na gement of the 
field work of the pension office will go into ef­ 
fect on the 21et inst. For come yea rs pa st the 
country ha s been divided into twenty super­ 
visory districts, in ea ch of which there ia a 
supervising exa miner, who a ssigns work to 
the exa miners in bis district a nd supervises 
their work a nd tra nsmits it to the cen 
tra l 
office. 
Here 
it 
is a ll supervised 
a ga in by the specia l exa miner’s divis­ 
ion. Gen Bla ck ha s decided 
to ma ke a 
ra dica l cha nge in the a rra ngements, dis­ 
pensing with the supervision of the work 
of the exa miners by the supervising ex­ 
a miners. 
The country will be divided into 
five district*, a nd five exa miners will be a s­ 
signed to duty here in Wa shington to a ssist 
the epecia l exa miner’s division of the com­ 
missioner’s office in supervising the work.

Horse sharpers are known to the police 
and sporting fraternity as “copers.” 
Their 
tricks and methods b y which an old horse 
or diseased one is rejuvenated and “fixed up” 
so as to look like a 5-year-old until the 
bargain is completed are so numerous that 
it would require a book to give an adequate 
description of them. 
In attracting custom­ 
ers the “coper” resorta to the advertisement 
columns of the daily papers. 
He announces 
to “fcona fide and cash customers” some as­ 
tounding prodigy of horseflesh which must 
bo sold for next to nothing on account of 
the financial embarrassment of the owner, 
the death of the head of the family, re­ 
moval from the city, or some such plausible 
reasoD. 
The wording of the announcement 
is such as to make the average reader be­ 
lieve in the honesty of the troubled owner 
of the horse without the shadow of a doubt 
The class of horses upon which [the “coper” 
operates is known to the “hort-e-jockey” by 
the slang term of “Adam.” 
It is an aged 
equine of some blood, but sadly betraying 
the ravages of time. 
To cover up the latter 
temporarily, until the animal has changed 
owners and until the price is paid, is the 
scientific achievement of the “coper.” 
For 
instance, the horse’s teeth will slant out­ 
ward at a most acute angle—a well-known 
sign 
of 
equine 
senility. 
He 
will 
have 
deep 
depressions 
over 
the 
eyes, 
which 
also 
give 
him 
a 
very 
ancient 
appearance, 
and 
finally 
he will show 
white 
hair all over 
his 
coat. 
To get rid of these signs of going 
down the hill the “coper” resorts to various 
tricks. 
By means of a file he speedily re­ 
duces the teeth of the “old critter” to the 
length of those of a 5-year-old, and by a 
clever process called “bishopping” he man­ 
ages to imitate the dark marks or cavities 
which are to be found on the biting edges of 
all young horses’ teeth. 
This is done by 
means of a hot iron, which burns out a cav­ 
ity in the tooth, making the latter look like 
the real thing, at least to the uninitiated or 
casual observer. 
Hair-dye of all conceivable shades and 
mixed upon scientific principles reduces tho 
white hair, which has been bleached by the 
exposure of years, to the prevailing color of 
the coat of tho “boss.” 
The third process 
indulged #n by th* “coper” is that of “gyp­ 
ping” or “puning the glims.” 
It is as im­ 
portant as the manipulation of the toeth, 
because it gives tho features of the animal a 
youthful appearance. 
Tho sunken cavitios 
over the eyes are treated in this manner. 
The loose skin which in very old horse* 
nearly drops over the eyes, is punctured and 
the “coper” proceeds to blow up the hollows 
either with his lips or with a small bellows 
constructed for the 
purpose. 
The fine 
punctures close up readily, the depression is 
obliterated and in its place a smooth brow 
of youthful appearance is seen. 
As has 
been remarked, all these attempts to renew 
the “old Adam” are of a very transitory 
nature, but they last long enough to deceive 
the purchaser. 
Another kind of 
horse on which the 
“coper” gets in his work in groat style is 
known in the language of the turf as a 
“Bobby.” 
This is the slangy term of a fine 
looking auimal afflicted with a disease of the 
vertebral column which is not apparent so 
long as the horse is led up and down, even 
at a run. 
Tho defect immediately becomes 
apparent so soon as the horse ls mounted. 
To prevent a mount is a fine piece of di­ 
plomacy on tho part of the “coper.” 
But, 
at all event.', he has “gingered” the “Bobby,” 
that is, given him stimulants known only to 
th e t xperienced jockey, and the animal for 
i short time is so full of fire and spirit that 
the purchaser readily abstains from an im­ 
mediate mount. 
Knowing buyers pinch up 
and down the spine of an animal before they 
buy him, but then knowing ones rarely go 
to a "Cupar” for a purchase. 
“Two wrongs do not make one right,” fs a 
saying generally accepted as true. 
The 
•cuper” does not believe in tho truism of the 
phrase, 
if he wants to sell a horse which is 
“knocked” or lame on one leg, ho proceeds 
to cure this lameness by producing a corro- 
“•ponding ailment in the sound one. 
This he 
does by taking the shoo off the sound le 
nr.d 
inserting a bean between the foot an 
the shoe, after which the latter is fastened 
again. 
With dexterous handling the horse 
appears to go all right, because the lameness 
L equal in each leg. 
It is needless to say 
that this trick also is good only as a tempor- 
ry exiedient. 
Lameness in horses offers a 
wide held for tho “coper.” 
Any defect of 
thb. kind 
which is due to local causes is 
emporarily abated by 
keeping the feet, 
which have been placed in clay sockets, 
we ll saturated with stimulating solutions. 
Of the broken-winded horses, which the 
“coper” palms off as sound, there are sev­ 
eral varieties besides the whistlers, grunt- 
ers, pipe rs, roarers and high-blowers, and 
whatever the consumptive animals may be 
called. 
A few days before the contem­ 
plated sale they are kept short of water anil 
hay and dosed with antimony, linseed mash 
or shot, which makes them seemingly sound 
ttr a day or two. 
A remedy for lanuueas. 
. ften resorted to by the “coper,” is nothing 
Issi than a surgical 
operation. 
It can 
Lardly be denounced a s a trick, because it 
effects a cure in many Instances, although 
the animal remains a cripple and is unfit for 
any hazardous work. 
A small incision is 
m ale about half way from the knee to the 
j .nt of the afflicted leg. 
At the back part 
¿1 the shinbone a small white tendon or 
cf rd will be found. 
This is cut off. and the 
, sternal wound is elo-ied with a stitch. 
Some of the “coper’s” tricks work both 
wavs. 
In other words, tricks are not only 
eta pi v ej to render an unsound horse tem- 
p- ra niy r resetitable to cheat the purchaser, 
but - und horses are frequently rendered ao- 
parentiv unsound to cheat the seller. 
In 
the latter instance the purchaser^ of course 
mast "stand in” with tho seller's jockey. 
Tiais it wiU be seen that dishonesty is at the 
bottom of every horse trick. 
If a fine wire 
i, fastened tight around the fetlock of a 
I , r-f, between tho foot and the heel, the 
animal will within a few minutes have all 
the sympt< ms of being “foundered.” 
The 
iamene-s di-appears as soon as the wire is 
reinovel. 
The wire should not be left in 
place longer than nine hours. 
A horse's 
b ur passed through the outer a n i middle 
tendon by means of a needle, and cut off on

los so as to avoid detection, will also 
have tho effect of laming a horse temporar­ 
ily.
